WASHINGTON, Jan. 21— 


President Eisenhower in his 
budget message to Congress to- 
day recommended construction 
of approximately 35,000 low rent 
public housing units in the next 
fiscal year with the assistance 
of federal loans and contribu- 
tions, 

This is 15,000 more units than 
were authorized by Congress for 
the fiscal year ending next June 
30 and, if approved by Congress, 
presumably would permit cities 
such das St. Louis with estab- 
lished low-cost housing and ur- 
ban rehabilitation programs to 
proceed with their projects. 

The President estimated that 
$956,000,000 in temporary fed- 
eral loans and other expendi- 
tures will be necessary to fi- 
nance the operations of the low- 
rent and other public housing 
programs in fiscal 1955. 

However, receipts from pri- 
vate refinancing of local hous- 
ing authority obligations and 
other sources will exceed these 
expenditures by about $234,000,- 
000. he said. 

Eisenhower said his request 
for the 35,000 units is necessary 
as an interim measure to meet 
the needs of low-income families, 
particularly those displaced by 
slum clearance and urban re- 
habilitation. 

He added, however, that he is 
going to propose a new mortgage 
insurance program along. with 
other measures which would en-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower today 
| asked for a step-up in construc- 
_tion funds for flood control proj- 
‘ects but a slight decrease for 
reclamation work in the Missou- 
ri river basin for the year start- 
ing July 1. * 

The President in his budgét 
message recommended no new 
projects. The program for the 
Missouri river basin included: 

1. A total of $64,500,000 to 
continue construction work on 
the four big multiple-purpose 
reservoir projects under the 
Army Engineers. This com- 
pares with an estimate of 
$59,787,892 to be spent in the 
current fiscal year ending 
June 30. 

2. A total of $34,567,000 for 
work by the Reclamation Bu- 
reau On streams throughout 
the area. This is a slight de- 
crease from the _ estimated 
$35,558,817 to be spent in the 
current fiscal year. 

Garrison Dam Funds. 

Eisenhower recommended that 
$27,500,000 in new money be 
appropriated to continue work 
on the Garrison dam in North 
Dakota.

O the Congress of the United 
States: 

I am transmitting herewith 
the budget of the United States 
for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1955. ... 


When this Administration took | 
office on Jan. 20 of last year 


one of its first concerns wes the 
budget for the 1954 fiscal year, 
which had been sent to Congress 
on Jan. 9, 1953, by the previ- 
ous Administration. With the co- 
operation of the Congress that 
budget promptly was revised and 
reduced. This new budget is the 
first prepared entirely by this 
Administration. 

It provides adequately, in 
my judgment, for the national 
defense and the international 
responsibilities of the nation— 
responsibilities which we must 
undertake as a leader of the 
free world. On the success of 
this leadership depends our 
national security and pros- 
perity. The budget also pro- 
vides adequately for the cur- 
rent needs of the Government 
and for constructive forward 
steps in our domestic respon- 
sibilities and programs. 


The recommended budget con- 
tinues the strengthening of our 
‘ military position; our progress 
in the development and produc- 
tion of atomic weapons; the ex- 
pansion of our system of conti- 
nental defense; assistance in the 
development of the military 
strength of friendly nations; and 
programs for rapid mobilization 
if an emergency should arise. 

Authority is recommended for 
new and advanced work on the 
peacetime uses of atomic energy

This budget continues the 
progress that has been made 
during the past year in reducing 
both requests for new appro- 
priations and government ‘ ex- 
penditures. The reductions in 
expenditures already accom- 
plished, together with those now 
proposed, justify the tax reduc- 
tions which took effect Jan. 1 
and the further tax revisions I 
am recommending. These lower 
taxes will encourage continued 
high capital investment and 
consumer purchases. . Despite 
the substantial loss of revenue 
caused by these tax reductions, 
we have moved closer to a bal- 
anced budget... . 

In preparing this budget the 
Administration has directed 
its attention to essential ac- 
tivities and programs rather 
than to those which some 
might consider desirable and 
appropriate, at this time, for 
the Federal Government to 
undertake. It assumes fairly 
stable conditions, internally 
and externally, during the 
period it covers... . 

This budget marks the be- 
ginning of a movement to 
_shift to state and local gov- 
ernments and to private enter- 
prise federal activities which 
can be more appropriately and 
more efficiently carried on in 
that way. The lending activ- 
ities of the Reconstruction Fi- 
mance Corporation; the serv- 
ices provided by the Inland 
Waterways Corporation; cer- 
tain agricultural activities; 
and some aspects of our 
health, education, and welfare 
programs are examples of this 
type of action. In those cases 
where federal participation is 
necessary, the effort of this 
Administration is to develop 
partnerships rather than an 
exclusive and often paternal- 
istic position of the Federal 
Government. 

This budget also benefits from 
material savings from the de- 
creased costs of federal opera- 
.tions resulting from our con- 
stant effort to improve the man- 
agement of Government activ- 
ities and to find better and less 
expensive ways of doing the 
things which must be done by 
the Federal Government. ... 


The current estimates of the 
1954 budget show that the re- 
quests for new appropriations 
were reduced about 12.5 billion 
dollars, new obligational author- 
ity was reduced more than 1l 
billion dollars, and expenditures 
were reduced 7 billion dollars 
below the totals estimated in 
the 1954 budget document of 
the previous Administration. 

Similar reductions continue in 
the budget recommended for the 
fiscal year 1955.

Role of Banks. : 


Nearly three-quarters of the 
debt we inherited a year ago 
matures within less than 5 years 
or is redeemable at the holder’s 
option.

| Revision of the tax system is 
needed to make tax burdens 
fairer for millions of individual 
taxpayers. It is needed to re- 
store normal incentives for sus- 
tained production and economic 
growth. The country’s economy 
has continued to grow during 
recent years with artificial sup- 
port from rggurring inflation. 
This is not a solid foundation 
for prosperity.

The proposed revisions are 
the result of a year’s intensive 
work. The collaboration be- 
tween congressional and treas- 
ury staffs in the development 
of a tax revision bill bas been 
very close. It may, I hope, 
provide a precedent for simi- 
lar collaboration in other 
fields of legislation. 


I shall not list here all the de- 
tailed points developed for the 
revision of the tax laws. The fol- 
lowing recommendations cover 
the major points. 


They will substantially reduce 
‘the more glaring inequities, 
thereby helping vast numbers of 
our people in their individual 
tax burdens. They will reduce 
the more serious restraints on 
production and economic growth. 
They will promote investment, 
which provides new and better 
methods of production and 
creates additional payrolls and 
more jobs. 

The revisions will also make 
the law simpler and surer, with 
benefits to both taxpayers and 
the Government. They will in 
many ways prevent abuses by 
which some taxpayers now avoid 
their rightful share of tax bur- 
dens by taking unfair advan- 
tage of technicalities. 


1. Children Earning Over 
$600—At present, parents can- 
not claim as a dependent any 
child who earns over $600 a 
year. This discourages children 
in school or college from earning 
as much as they can to help in 
their support. I recommend 
that a parent should be per- 
mitted to continue to claim a 
child as a dependent régardless 
of the child’s earnings if he is 
under 18 or zsway from home 
at schol, as long as he is in fact 
still supported by the parent. 
Such dependents. should, of 
course, continue to pay their 
own income tax on earnings 
above $600. 


2. Heads of Families—At pres- 
ent, a widow or widower with 
dependent children is denied the 
full benefit of incomessplitting 
available to mf@rried couples. It 
seems unfair to tax the income 
of a surviving parent with de- 
pendent children at higher rates 
than were applied to the family 
income before the death of one 
of the partners in a marriage. 
I recommend that widows and 
widowers with dependent chil- 
dren be allowed to split their 
income as is now done by mar- 
ried couples. 

This same tax treatment 
should be authorized for single 
people supporting dependent 
parents. Furthermore, the pres- 
ent requirement that depend- 
ent arents mu&t live with their 
children for the children to 
qualify for this tax treatment 
should be removed. It is often 
best for elderly people to be 
able to live in their own homes, 
and the tax laws should not put 
a penalty on family arrange- 
ments of this sort. 

3. Foster Children as Depend- 
ents—At present, foster chil- 
dren and children in process of 
adoption may not be claimed as 
dependents. I recommend that

$10,000. However, to avoid 
abuses in medical dedutcions, I 
recommend that the definition

6. Medical Insurance and Sick 
Benefits for Employes—Insur- 
ance and other plans adopted by 
employers to protect their em- 
ployes against the risks of sick- 
ness should be encouraged by 
removing the present uncertain- 
|ties in the tax law. It should be 
‘made ‘clear that the employer's 
share of the costs of proving 
such protection on a group basis 
will not be treated as income 
‘on which the employe is liable 
‘for tax. This ‘principal should 
‘be applied to medical and hos- 
pital insurance as well as to full 


ings during a sickness. 

There should be no tax dis- 
crimination between plans in- 
sured with an outside insurance 
company and those financed di- 
rectly by the employer. At 
present, payments received by 
a person while sick are entirely 
nontaxable if made under an 
insured plan. This makes it pos- 
sible for a person subject to 
high tax rates to have a much 
larger net income while on sick 


prevent abuses, I recommend 
that a limit of $100 a week be 
placed on tax-free benefits, but 
this exemption should be ex- 
tended only to plans meeting 
certain general standards. 


7. Pension and Profit-sharing 
Plans for Employes.—The con- 
ditions for qualification for spe- 
cial tax treatment of employers’ 
pension plans are too involved, 
Such plans are desirable. I rec- 
ommend that the rules be sim- 
plified and that greater discre- 
tion be given in establishing 
plans for different groups of 
employse, so long as there is 
no discrimination in favor of 
key executivies or stockholders. 


| Under present law, the value 
‘of a future pension fo a sur- 
viving widow or child of an em- 
ploye is included in the hus- 
band’s taxable estate, even 
though the survivors may not 
live to receive the full benefits 
and there may be no cash avail- 
able to pay the tax. I recom- 
mend that such value should 
not be included in an estate but 
that the survivors continue to 
pay tax on the pension in the 
same manner that it was taxed 
to the person first receiving it. 


At the same time, to avoid 
unfair compétition with ordi- 
nary tax paying businesses,, I 
recommend that pension trusts 
be restricted in the same man- 
ner as tax-exempt foundation. 
They should also be subject to 
rules in regard to precentage 
distribution of their assets com- 
parable to those applying to 
regulated investment companies. 

Taxation of annuities. Un- 
der the present, tax law, a per- 
son buying an annuity is taxed 
on a relatively large part of 
each payment until his cgst is 
fully recovered, at which time 
the full amount becomes tax- 
able. The tax rule is so strict 
that often a person is not likely 
to get his capital back tax free 
unless he lives beyond his life 
expectancy. I recommend that 
the tax treatment of annuities 
be determined on the basis of 
the life expectancy of the per- 
ston receiving it. This will per- 
mit the hundreds of thousands 
of people who buy annuities to 
recever their capital free of tax 
over their life expectancies and 
will avoid any change in the 
tax status of an annuity during 
a person’s lifetime.

The deductions allowed, espe- 
cially in the early years, are 
often below the actual deprecia- 
| tion. This discourages long+ 
'range investment on which the 
| risks cannot be clearly foreseen. 
It discourages the early replace- 
/ment of old equipment with new 
_and improved equipment. And 
it makes it more difficult to se- 
cure financing for capital in- 
vestment, praticularly for small 
business organzations. 

I recommend that the tax 
treatment of depreciation be 
substantially changed to reduce 
these restrictions on new invest- 
ment, which provides a basis for 
economic growth, increased pro- 
duction, and improved standards 
of living. It will help the manu- 
facturer in buying of new ma- 
chinery and the -.torekeeper in 
expanding and modernizing his 
establishment. It will help the 
farmer get new equipment. All 
of this means many more jobs. 


|. Specifically, I recommend that 
_ business be allowed more free- 
dom in using straight-line depre- 
ciation and in selecting other 
methods of depreciation. Larger 
depreciation charges should be 
allowed in the early years of life 
of property by use of the declin- 
ing-balance method of deprecia- 
tion at rates double those per- 
mitted under the straight-line 
method. Other methods which 
give larger depreciation in early 
years should be accepted, so long 
as they do not produce deduc- 
tions which exceed those avail- 
able under the declining-balarice 
method.

The new methods of deprecia-

|vestments in buildings, equip- 
ment and machinery made after 
January 1, 1954.

13. Research and Development 
Expenses — At present, com- 
panies are often not permitted 
to deduct currently for researeh 
or development expenses.

I 
recommended that all companies 
be given an option to capitalize 
or to write off currently their 
expenses arising from research 
and development work. Our tra- 
dition of initiative and rapid 
technical improvements must not 
be hampered by adverse tax 
rules. 

14. Accumulation of Earnings 
—At present, the penalty tax on 
excessive accumulation of cor- 
porate earnings operates to dis- 
courage the growth of sthall 
companies which are peculiarly 
dependent on retained earnings 
for expansion.

The owners of small corpora- 
tiong frequently find it neces- 
sary to rearrange theig inter- 
ests in a corporation in antici- 
pation of estate taxes, to secure 
new capital, or to make stock 
available for a new manage- 
ment group. I recommend that 
the tax law permit tax-free re- 
arrangements of stockholders’ 
interests in corporations, so 
long as no corporate earnings 
are withdrawn. Such changes 
will remove some of the ‘tax 
pressures which force the sale 
of independent companies to 
larger corporations. At the 
same time, the law. should be 
tightened to prevent abuses by 
which corporate earnings are 
withdrawn through the issuance 
and redemption of corporate 
securities. It should also be 
amended to avoid abuses 
through the purchase of corpo- 
rations to acquire their rights

18. Loss Carrybaek—At pres- 
ent, losses may be carried back 
and offset against prior earn- 
ings for one year and carried 
forward to be offset again fu- 
ture earnings for five years.

The review of the present 
tax system in the Treasury 
Department has not yet led to 

‘ final conclusions in many oth- 
er situations that require fur- 
ther study before any recom- 
mendations for change can be 
properly made. These subjects 
include the tax treatment of 
capital gains and losses, the 
special problems of the oil and 
mining industries, the tax 
treatment of co-operatives and 
organizations which are whol- 
ly or partially tax exempt, as 
well as the provision of re- 
tirement income for people 
not covered by pension plans. 


The tax reforms and re- 
visions covered by the forego- 
fing 25 recommendations make 
‘the income tax system fairer to 
individuals and less burden- 
some on. production and .con- 
tinued economic growth.

He categorically denied charges 
by government witnesses that 
he had extorted or attempted 
to extort money from cantrac- 
tots to insure freedom from in- 
dustrial strife. 

Testimony included charges 
by M. H. Carpenter, real estate 
developer, that Hulahan and Jo- 
seph F. Gribler, a business rep- 
resentative of Local 110, AFL 
Building Laborers’ Union, ‘at- 
tempted to extort $50,000 from 
him in March 1951.

Representatives o f 
American Bar, North- 
western U. to Make 
Survey for Mayor. 


A study of administrative pro- 
cedure in handling - seo of- 
fenses in the city’s police courts 
will be made by representatives 
of the American Bar Associa- 
tion and Northwestern Univer- 
sity, beginning about March 1, 
Mayor Raymond R, Tucker an- 
nounced today. 

He directed City Counselor 
Samuel H. Liberman to enter 
into a contract with James P. 
Economos, director of the traf- 
fic courts committee of the 
American Bar Association, and 
Robert L. Donigan, general 
counsel for the Northwestern 
University Traffic Institute, to 
conduct the survey at a cost of 
$5000. Payment will be from 
the Mayor’s special services 
fund, 

Economos and Donigan will 
conduct the study themselves, 
the Mayor said. Preliminary 
discussions already have started

As it has been since Congress 
began appropriating funds for 
ourselves and our Allies after 
the Korean invasion, the ma- 
jor national security programs 
will constitute by far the largest 
expenditure classification in the 
next fiscal year. National se- 
curity will absorb 68 per cent 
of expenditures; charges fixed 
by law for interest on the pub- 
lic debt, grants to states and 
veterans’ benefits will be 22 
per cent, and all other items, 
meaning mostly routine govern- 
ment operations, 10 per cent. 

In dollars, the breakdown for 
next year is national security, 
$44,900,000,000; fixed charges, 
$14,100,000,000 and other ex- 
penses, $6,600,000,000. 

To make major expenditure 
reductions, the Republicans 
were forced to cut into national 
security items because the rou- 
tine governmental expenses are 
not large enough to bear fur- 
ther reductions. 

The fixed charges cannot be 
eut except by congressional ac- 
tion that might involve breaking 
of faith with states or the vet- | 
erans.

Higher Interest Rate. 

The presidential message said 
this increase “reflects both the 
higher average interest rates 
and the large public debt.” The 
average rate on interest-bearing 
public debt rose from 2.33 per 
cent on June 30, 1952, to 2.41 
per cent on Dec. 31, 1953. The 
message said this was primarily 
caused by the refinancing of ma- 
turing obligations at the higher 
market rates prevailing. The 
higher prevailing rates, how- 
ever, partly resulted from the 
Treasury's attempt in the spring 
to transfer some of federal ob- 
ligations from banks to non- 
banking groups by issuing long- 
term securities instead of short- 
term paper, which carried a low 
interest rate. Since then, the 
Federal Reserve Board has 
stepped in to lower interest 
rates in general. 

Eisenhower said in his mes- 
sage that he would ask Congress 
to raise the debt ceiling but did 
not specify by how much. Sec- 
retary Humphrey told his press 
eonference the Treasury would 
ask for a limit of $290,000,000,- 
000, the amount the House ap- 
proved but which the Senate 
pigeonholed last session.

It is not the Switzerland of 
the Pacific that reform-minded 
Americans and idealistic Jap- 
anese dreamed of during early 
postwar years. 


The Korean war shattered 
that dream. 

Nor is it the bulwark against 
Asian Communism that the 
United States so dearly wanted 
. Neg be after the cold war got 

ot. 


Nor is it the workshop of the 
Far East, supplying backward 
countries of non-Communist 
Asia with the tools they need 
to lift themselves up from the 
swamps of poverty. 


Observers agree that Japan’s 
potential —- economic, political 
and milifary—is great, but so 
far that potential has hardly 
been touched. 


Nation Still Adrift. 


Japan, after suffering crush- 
ing military defeat and patient- 
ly enduring six and a half years 
of occupation, is still adrift, 
still struggling to find its place 
in the world at large and in 
Asia in particular. 


Japan’s basic economic trou- 
ble can be summed up as too 
little land and too many people. 

When it. lost its empire, Japan 
lost 52 per cent of its territory, 


isn’t than what it is. 


This means general belt- 
tightening for industry and la- 
bor, a check on wage increases, 
tight control over bank loans, 
drastic cuts in imports. All these 
measures are calculated to halt 
inflation, which has stretched 
Japan's elastie yen to the break- 
ing point. 


The big question is: Can Yo- 

shida make his program stick? 
Problem of Rearming. 

Directly related to Japan’s 
economic condition is its ability 
to rearm. It is not surprising 
that Japanese Government lead- 
ers when prodded by American 
officials to get rearmament un- 
der way protest: “But Japan is 


such a poor country, how can 
we afford it?” 


This is the signal for Uncle 
Sam to pick up the check. But 
Uncle Sam, under the Eisen- 
hower Administration, shows 
less and less enthusiasm for 
picking up checks overseas. The 


trend ig in the opposite direc- 
tion. 


This is only one reason why 
the future of Japanese rearm- 
ament is not bright. The Unit- 


ernment in every department

tories. 


Yet Japan’s population has. 
increased from 72,500,000 in| 
1945 to 87,000,000 in 1953. It | 
continues to increase at a rate 
of more than 1,000,000 annually. 


This makes Japan one of the 
most densely populated coun- 
tries In the world—3596 persons 
per cultivated square mile. Only 
16 per cent of Japan’s moun- 
tainous island territory is fit 
for a plow. 

Yet outwardly Japan is amaz- 
ingly prosperous. 

Night clubs are doing a roar- 
ing business. Department stores 
are loaded with consumer goods, 
including television séts and im- 
ported refrigerators. Expensive 
foreign automobiles, chauffeur- 
driven, glide majestically 
through seas of carts, motorcy- 
cles and midget taxis. 


Phony Prosperity. 


But the Japanese themselves 
admit that this is a phony pros- 
perity that is fast running out. 
It is due almost entirely to the 
Korean war. 

For more than two years, 
supplying United States armed | 
forces with everything from 
napalm tanks and barbed wire 
to auto mechanics and maids has 
been Japan's biggest industry, | 
being worth more than a billion | 
dollars annually. ~ | 

Now the United States spend- 
ing has begun to decline and 
the decline will. become more 
rapid as American troop strength 
is reduced. 

In cashing in on the demand 
for consumer goods created by 
the war, Japan made what some 
economists think may have been 
a fatal mistake—letting its for- 
eign trade slide. 

It is a cliche that a country 
so sparsely endowed with natural 
resources as Japan must export 
or die. 

Yet Japan last year imported 
nearly a billion dollars more 
than it exported. . Thanks to 
the Korean war, Japan still has 


dollar reserves of $872,000,000, 
but at the rate it is spending 
bankers estimate that these re- 
serves will be down to $500,000,- 
000 by spring. 

With an ever-growing trade 
deficit and a steady decline in 
United States spending, the 
question must surely arise by 
late 1954: where is Japan going 
to get the money to pay for its 
imports? 

Obviously, Japan must regain 
some of its foreign markets. 
But Japan is confronted by a 
host of problems, including still 
outstanding reparations bills, 
trade restrictions and old hostil- 
ities. The main problem, how- 
ever, is competition. 

While Japan was concentrat- 
ing on war orders and consumer 
goods, Britain and West Ger- 
many were building up their ex- 


ports. 
Products Outpriced. 


It will be a long time before 
Japan can catch up. Japanese 
products are not only often in- 
ferior to western makes, but 
generally outpriced. This ap- 
plies to everything from artifi- 
cial flowers to refrigerators. 
You can buy a German refrig- 
erator in Tokyo, import duty 
included, for less than a com- 
parable Japanese product. 

Why, when Japanese labor is 
so abundant, are its manufac- 
tured goods so expensive? Ex- 
perts give these answers: 

Japanese labor isn’t cheap 
because it takes from two to

Nucleus of An Army. 


At present, Japan has a nu- 
cleus of an army in the national 
safety force — it used to be 
called a police force—of 110.- 
000 men. Thig force, which 
looks more like a Nisei army 
than anything else, is equipped 
with American weapons ranging 
from rifles to tanks. 

United States authorifies 
hoped, three years ago, that 
Japan would have an army of 
325,000 men by 1954. Now thev 
will have to settle for a force 
of not more than 150,000 men, 
if they get that.

4. Economic self-interest. The 
withdrawal of United States 
troops from Japan would have 
a violent effect on the Japanese 
economy and the government 
knows it, yet the sooner Japan 
rearms the sooner United States 
troops will pull out. 

Many Japanese resent what 
they consider American needling 
on the rearmament issue. Yet 
while. the Japanese find plenty 
to criticize in American policy 
it is my impression that they 
are basically friendly to America. 

The wave of anti-American- 
ism which manifested itself in 
movies, magazines, newspapers 
and radio has subsided notably 
in recent months.’ It has not, 
however, run its course. And so 
long as there are American 
troops on Japanese soil there 
is bound to be friction. 

Japanese newspapers continue 
to report crimes of American 
soldiers against Japanese citi- 
zens as they have every right 
to do. 

But on New Year’s day, when 
16 Japanese were trampled to 
death in the rush to get inside 
the imperial palace grounds 
fore the gates closed, the Japa- 
nese press had a different type 
of story to report.

After 20 Years 


The Senate vote for the St. Lawrence sea- 
way, breaking a 20-year-long impasse, is a 
notable victory for the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion. It is further encouraging as an indica- 
tion that the President is taking a grip on his 
relations with Congress. 

The appeal by Mr. Eisenhower in his State 
of the Union message; the floor management 
of the bill by Senator Wiley’ of Wisconsin; the 
telling statement by Adm. Radford, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and the aggressive 
pushing for the vote by Majority Leader Know- 
land, constituted real teamwork, and taken to- 
gether were responsible for the victory. 

Actually just’ as many Democrats voted to 
uphold the President as did Republicans. Each 
side produced 25 favorable votes and the Inde- 
pendent Senator, Wayne Morse of Oregon, gave 
the non-Republicans an edge of one vote over 
the G.O.P. side in supporting the President. 
Thus in its first 1954 test, as so many times in 
1953, the White House would have failed if it 
had not had strong help from the Democrats— 
upon whom, incidentally, almost nothing has 
been spent in the way of presidential blandish- 
ments. 

The G.O.P. total also would have been much 
less without special White House efforts, such 
as the promise of a $3,000,000 survey for 
the old Passamaquoddy power project which 
won over both Maine Senators who had been 
strongly opposed to the seaway. Similarly 
Senator Dirksen of Illinois, who had been 
against the seaway until a few days ago, was 
won over by a means not yet made clear. Such 
strong Eisenhower Administration Senators as 
Saltonstall of Massachusetts and Ives of New 
York held out to the bitter end. 

Missouri can take satisfaction in the votes of 
Democratic Senators Hennings and Symington, 
as can Illinois in the vote of Senator Douglas. 
Senator Kennedy of Massachusetts became the 
first member of Congress from his state in 20 
years to vote for the seaway. It is surprising 
and disappointing to find Senators like Kilgore 
of West Virginia and Fulbright of Arkansas lined 
up with the opposition on a measure of this sort. 

In the House the seaway must run the gamut 
of two committees. The Public Works Com- 
mittee, which would have to report out the bill, 
is reported predominantly hostile. Changing 
the minds of enough members for a favorable 
vote is a first order of business. The Rules Com- 
mittee must be depended upon to bring the 
measure up on the floor of the House, and its 
attitude is unknown, Here is more work for 
the team. 

Another difficulty now apparently has arisen, 
somewhat unexpectedly. The Associated Press 
reports that “in Ottawa, Government sources 
said that country still would push for an all-

river.” To quote this dispatch: 

The Canadian Government was frepre- 
sented as feeling that the United States, 
spending $105,000,000, would be getting too 
much of a bargain in joint control of navi- 
gation and shipping tolls. They explained 
Canada has already spent that much on 
locks and is prepared to put up $300,000,000 

' for navigation facilities. 

If this is Canada’s attitude, a job of friendly 
persuasion plainly remains to be done at Ottawa. 
But this is not all to the bad. The danger that 
already we may be too late should prod the 
House to shun further delay. 

Despite the obstacles ahead, there is ample 
reason to believe that with the kind of capa- 
bility that has just been demonstrated in the 
Senate, the United States can yet achieve what 
has been so aptly called its “fourth coastline.” 
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Next Program 

‘We have no wish to intervene between Ar- 
thur Godfrey, the exponent of humility for all 
on television, and the Civil Aeronautics Admin- 
istration, which wants to suspend his pilot’s 
license.

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A Bond Issue Warning 

Indorsements of the county bond issue are 
rolling in at an impressive rate which empha- 
sizes the widespread support for the six propo- 
sitions to be voted on Feb. 9. Everybody who 
favors the bond issue has been warned, however, 
that he will have to make his stand effective 
at the polling booth if he wants the county 
to go forward. 

One of the six proposals has aroused last- 
minute opposition from a small group in Clay- 
ton. This is the authorization of $32,124,000 for 
14 major highway and expressway projects... 
Because some Clayton residents oppose one 
project, they are ready to obstruct all the other 
13 if they can. To block the expenditure of $6,- 
500,000 which they disapprove, they are willing 
to block the expenditure of the other $25,- 
624,000. 

The project which has aroused this local op- 


position is the authorization of a central county _ 


parkway along the abandoned Rock Island right 
of way between Brentwood and Skinker boule- 
vards. It is, of course, the right of any Clayton 
residents -to oppose this project and to state 
their case. It is also the right—and the duty— 
of other Clayton residents and other county 
residents to.look at the county’s needs as a 
whole, and to vote for the bond issue ac- 
pen 

A good case can be made for the central 
parkway as serving the best interests of a 
majority of Clayton people. But whether that 
particular project is good or bad, both Clayton 
and the county at large must look at the whole 
picture. Because there is some slight local op- 
position to this one project, shall the whole 
county’s highway progress be hamstrung? 

The thousands of county people who want 
the Mark Twain and Ozark expressways built, 
who want an outer-belt freeway west of Lind- 
bergh, who want an inner-belt freeway in 
the neighborhood of Brentwood, who want

Now that the last anti-Communist prisoner 
has been delivered by the Indians to the United 
Nations Command, the dominant emotion in 
Korea and in this country is one of relief. 

Perhaps that is the feeling even in North 
Korea and in Communist China. The propagan- 
da howls from Peiping, to the effect that India’s 
action was “impermissible,” seemed a little hol- 
low. Possibly even the Communists, beyond 
all else, were grateful to have the long, long 
wrangle over at last, 

Most of the 21,809 Chinese and North Ko- 
reans who came streaming out of the neutral 
zone on their way to South Korea and For- 
mosa had been captives for three dismal years. 
At least half of that period of captivity, how- 
ever, was traceable to the prisoner controversy 
itself. 

Had there been no controversy, had these” 
and other prisoners been traded back in the 
old-fashioned way, without any effort to use 
them as pawns in a gigantic propaganda duel, 
the truce might bave been signed a year before 
it was, and the mountainous tangle of complexi- 
ties arising from the prisoner controversy might 
never have built up. 

Was it all worth the trouble? The question 
will haunt many Americans despite their gratifi- 
cation that their Government took a high moral 
ground in upholding the principle that no 
prisoner should be sent home to Communism 
against his will. One is heartened, of course, at 
the thought of 21,809 men being given the 
chance to choose freedom as against repatria- 
tion. But in all frankness one must admit that 
it is.a qualified sort of freedom. For most of 
the prisoners, liberation will consist in a trans- 
fer from one army to another, from one totali- 
tarianism to another. 


So it is not easy to say whether. the whole 
affair was worth the candle. Did the propagan- 
da advantages gained by our stand for voluntary 
repatriation outweigh the disadvantages of pro- 
longing the war, and complicating the peace 
with an almost insoluble dispute? 

Some day, when a sober and impartial look 
can be taken at the subject, our Government 
ought to undertake a dispassionate study of 
this question, as guidance for the future. 
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Credit Where Due

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Roger Baldwin at 70 

The Mirror of Public Opinion on this page 
presents extracts from a Harper’s article of two 
and a half years ago about Roger N. Baldwin, 
who today cuts a birthday cake bearing 70 
candles. 

It is a pleasure thus to join in the anniver- 
sary observance for this former St. Louisan. 
Only 22 and but a year out of Harvard at the 
time, thes young native of Massachusetts came 
out here to the Washington University sociology 
staff in 1906. For the next decade and a little 
more this community was his home—this com- 
munity pretty much in its entirety. He worked 
with the commission which supervised the care 
of unfortunate children, He was in the thick 
of the effort to make probation a benefaction 
of both society and its errant members. He 
served as secretary of the Civic League which 
did so much for St. Louis in the reform years 
of 1910-17. 


Then Roger Baldwin went to New York 
where, almost single-handed, he established the 
American Civil Liberties Union, the organiza- 
tion, now active throughout the country, which, 
more than any other has been a vigilant pro- 
tector of the guaranties and protections in the 
Bill of Rights. 

Mr, Baldwin's many friends in the St. Louis 
area know bettér than to take his semi-retire- 
ment seriously. For now, as for nearly 50 years, 
he is on guard for the liberties which Madison, 
Mason, Jefferson, Hamilton and others among 
the Founding Fathers had the wisdom to write 
into the Constitution from the hearts of the 
people, Few lives in the first half of the 
twentieth century have been lived more 
courageously or more usefully. 
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A Ride Downtown 
The new 25-cent round-trip zone fare ought to 
be good for downtown transportation, and de- 
serves the 120-day test approved by the State 
Public Service Commission. 


Under the Public Service Co. plan, bus and 
streetcar riders may buy a roundtrip ticket for 
25 cents for use inside the area bounded by the 
river and Jefferson avenue, on the east and 
west, and by Cass and Chouteau on the north 
and south. This ticket will save a passenger 15 
cents over the usual two rides. 

Of course the 25-cent fare is a zone fare, and 
zone fares are to be regarded with caution. If 
the zones merely follow political lines or other 
boundaries which are irrelevant to transporta- 
tion needs, the zone fares balkanize transporta- 
tion and add unnecessarily to its costs, But 
the new fare is not that kind of zone fare. 


First, like the park-ride system, the inner- 
zone plan offers an incentive fare. Public Serv- 
ice means the lower price to encourage use of 
busses. and streetcars. Secondly, the new fare 
is not based on irrelevant boundaries. It applies 
inside the main downtown. business district, 
where there is a special reason for short trips, 
and a special need for more bus riding and 
fewer automobiles. 

The Public Service Co, deserves credit for 
adding another incentive to use its transit sys- 
tem. If the 25-cent ticket encourages more citi- 
zens to ride busses, that will help mass trans- 
portation, traffic and trade.

From Corporal Guard to Army 


The man is Roger Nash Baldwin, 
founder of the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union and for three angry decades, 
from 1920 to 1950, its driving force. 


When in 1950, at 66, he turned the 
directorship over to a new man, the 
newspapers, if they mentioned the 
event at all, reported it very modestly. 
It was a poor return for all the great 
news stories Baldwin and his Union 
had provided them—the Scopes Trial, 
the battle against Mayor Hague, .the 
fugutive from a chain gang, and many 
other victories for civil liberties (includ- 
ing freedom of the press) which are 


_ part of the recent history of America. 


Back in the early ‘20s when Baldwin 
and his handful of stalwarts—Dr. John 
Haynes Holmes, Arthur Garfield Hays, 
Oswald Garrison Villard, Clarence Dar- 
row, Morris Ernst—were getting started, 
practically no one agreed with them. 

One day in 1921, Baldwin sent Dr. 
Holmes and Norman Thomas to test 
an anti-Socialist ordinance in Mount 
Vernon, New York. They took a stand 
on a corner, and Dr. Holmes in his 
minister’s voice began to read aloud the 
Declaration of Independence.

He 
associates with all varieties of radicals 
yet sits with the rich and conservative

the Harvard Board of Overseers, an 
organization rarely viewed with alarm. 

Most crusaders are uncomfortable 
fellows, pious or hearty. Baldwin is 
affable and witty, adept at bird-watch- 
ing, sketching, and playing Chopin, and 
not given to proselytizing for the ideas 
he believes in. He loves the outdoors— 
canoeing, skiing, and hiking. 

It might be argued that Baldwin is 
really only a sound Puritan conserva- 
tive, keeping alive the old Boston prin- 
ciples of liberty, tolerance, dissent— 
traditions which have produced from 
time to time a Sam Adams, a Robert 
Gould Shaw and a John Reed. The 
Baldwin roots go far back into Massa- 
chusetts history. 


Baldwin’s 10 Years in St. Louis 


After graduation from Harvard in 
1905, a master’s degree in 1906, and a 
proper Bostonian’s trip to scrutinize 
art and music in Europe, he began to 
wonder whether he would be a banker 
or a broker. The reverie was inter- 
rupted by an entirely different offer, of 
a job teaching the newly fashionable 
subject of sociology and running a 
neighborhood house called “Self-Cul- 
ture Hall” in St. Louis. On the advice 
of his father’s lawyer, Louis Brandeis, 
he took it. 

For the next ten years Baldwin found 
himself deep in reform work in St. 
Louis, and it gave him the sense of mis- 
sion so essential to a crusader. 

By the time America entered the 
first war in 1917, Baldwin was a con- 
firmed pacifist. When a group formed 
the American Union Against Militar- 
ism, Baldwin got the job of running a 
Civil Liberties Bureau under it. 


In 1920, Baldwin reconstituted the 
old Bureau in its present form as the 
American Civil Liberties Union, with 
offices in a grimy building on Union 
Square in New York, and started fight- 
ing for the rights of labor. 

In the Roosevelt era, a new set of 
underdogs was created out of the for- 
mer overdogs, and new rights were 
violated. The Civil Liberties Union 
went to court for the employers. 


Concurs With Justice Holmes 


As a Second World War ag pe 
the Union went to court on behalf o 
the New Jersey Bundists whose — 
speech was circumscribed, although, as 
he later said, “We hated those people.” 

The Union also filed a brief on be- 
half of the assorted native Fascists in 
the celebrated wartime sedition trial 
because it believed, and still. beiieves, 
that the Smith Act, under which they 
were tried, is unconstitutional, by mak- 
ing “mere advocacy” (of overthrowing 
the government), and not overt acts, 
the test of criminality. 

The Union consistently took the same 
stand when the act was invoked against 
the eleven members of the U. S. Com- 
munist “Politburo” for “conspiring to 


- advocate” a Communist revolution. And

Between Book Ends 


Tom Runyon’s Inferno 


IN FOR LIFE, by Tom nanree, No. 17662, lowe 
State oe (W. W. Norton & Co., Inc., 
314 pgs., $3.75). 

Life Behind the concrete walls of 
Iowa State Penitentiary at Fort Madi- 
son has changed considerably for the 
better since the iron doors slammed 
shut behind lifer Tom Runyon in 1937. 
Much of the improvement can be cred- 
ited to Runyon himself. 

Anyone interested in the problem of 
how to handle our penitentiary inmates, 
which should be all of us, would do 
well to read this book. Despite limita- 
tions it is the voice of the man most 
concerned—the convict. 


Runyon is a former bank robber with 
native intelligence and a crusading 
spirit which became apparent, when a 
wise warden assigned him to work on 
The Presidio, the prison newspaper. 
Had he been born to the newspaper 
trade he might have been a great 
editor. 

He gives the tip-off on an element of 
prison life which probably is largely re- 
sponsible for rioting of the past few 
years—the jail atmosphere—when he 
writes: 

“T had been told that I'd find a jail 
smell when I came here, but I didn’t 
find it. Instead I found an atmosphere 
of hate and fear so strong it seemed [I 
should be able to touch it. I had ex- 
pected constant violence and physical 
brutality—a kind of madhouse where 
riots and bloody escape attempts would 
be routine. Instead, there seemed to be 
constant drops-of-water-on-a-rock brutal- 
ity; in the end it probably was worse 
than violence.” 

New approaches to treatment of 
young criminals are suggested by Run- 
yon. He observes that the most danger- 
ous of all felons, the unpredictable, 
tential killer, is the one whose “brains 
have been reformatoried,” i.e., who has 
served most of his formative years in 
reform institutions. 

The entire atmosphere of the Iowa 
State Prison was altered by the time 
Runyon got down to writing his book, 
after 10 years of staring at a blank 
page in a typewriter, we are told. Much 
of the change was due to smart, humane 
Iowans who pushed through reforms, 
but the pointing finger was Runyon’s, 
He fought censorship to get hard-hit- 
ting editorials printed in The Presidio 
—many of which were reprinted in Iowa 
newspapers. 

Gone now {fs the sadistic soul who 
caused the song, “I Wonder Who's Kiss- 
ing Her Now,” to be played as the con- 
victs sat down to dinner each evening. 
The food is improved, there is a better 
feeling between guards and convicts, 
and inmates are being given jobs they 
are fitted for instead of being kept off 
balance by assignment to tasks strange 
to them. 

Runyon, who previously has written 
for Collier’s and The Saturday Evening 
Post, has performed a fine writing job, 
but has committed several literary 
crimes which rank with his reviewer 
as greater than his 1943 jail break. 

These are his use of so many hyphe- 
nated adjectives, such as stool-pigeon- 
loving, kinky-as-a-corkscrew, gamble 
minded and law-flattencd, and one atro- 
cious sentence: “At 41 I was a little 
more jitteringly aware that I was becom- 
ing less fit for escape as the months 
passed.” CARL R. BALDWIN,

Prof. George E. Mylonas, spe- 
cialist in Greek archeology and 
head of the Washington Univer- 
sity Department of Art and 
Archeology, dated the museum’s 
new possession between 1250

Guard Against Common 
Cold by Planning 
Menus Which Include 
Plenty of Foods High

ET’S go shopping for health 
Luis week at the fruit and 

vegetable counters, It isn’t 
hard to do, if you just bear in 
mind nutrition as well as price 
and flavor when you make out 
your marketing list. 

Perhaps the only point upon 
which medical science is agreed 
regarding the “common cold” is 
that it starts with lowered re- 
sistance. Then fatigue and chill- 
ing help give those little germs 
the upper hand. So even before 
the first sniffle, keep that re- 
sistance high by eating wisely. 

That means, for one thing, in- 
cluding plenty of citrus fruit and 
citrus juices for the quantities 
of vitamin C they contain. Re- 
member that this particular vita- 
min is not stored in the body, 
and therefore should be replen- 
ished every day, 

So let’s take a look at the 
citrus situation. California navels 
are running heavy on the medi- 
um sizes right now—not too 
many large ones. These oranges 
are coming mostly from the 
northern areas of California at 
this particular time, and they are 
just about at their peak of flavor. 
There are plenty of lemons to 
meet all demands, with prices 
holding about steady. 

Temple oranges are priced 
reasonably enough for almost 
every family to enjoy their dis- 
tinctive flavor, Tangerines show 
no danger of getting out of line 
pricewise, 

By all means, don’t forget 
grapefruit. Its refreshingly tart, 
sweet flavor is a wonderful eye- 
opener, aside frém its vitamin 
bonus. And remember that it 
is a good idea to boost your 
vitamin C intake with citrus 
at other meals besides break- 
fast, especially during the “cold 
season.” You might try grape-

fruit and shrimp cocktail, the 
pink or ruby red grapefruit are 
pretty for this. Or serve a/§ 
broiled grapefruit (sprinkle | 
each half with a tablespoon of 
brown sugar blended with a tea- 
spoon of butter or margarine, 
broil slowly about 10 minutes 
and serve hot) for dessert. 
While we are on the subject 
of fruit, we might as well round 
out the picture. Pears are cheap 
but certainly not tops in quality.

OW to continue our search 
for protective foods in the 
vegetable department. Cab- 

bage is an outstanding (and cer- 
tainly a cheap) source of vita- 
min C. Did you know that we 
Americans eat more cabbage 
than any other vegetable except 
potatoes? One reason is that 
for sheer cooking versatility it 
has most other vegetables beaten 
to a frazzle. You can use it in 
salads, in soups, in casseroles; 
you can scallop it, bake it, boil 
it, stuff it, fry it or cream it. 

But we shouldn't expect vita- 
min C to do the job all alone. 
Give it an assist by including 
the vitamin A  foods—those 
which are dark yellow or dark 
green in color. 

Carrots are almost synony- 
mous with vitamin A, of course, 
and they are plentiful in local 
stores. Sweet potatoes also go 
to the head of the class when 
the vitamin A roll is called. 
You will find the Southern 
yams of better quality than the 
homegrown Nancy Halls at this 
time of the year. 

Other excellent sources of 
vitamin A which, happily, are 
also excellent buys this week 
are escarole, endive and broc- 
coli, 

There you have a good selec- 
tion of vitamin A and C foods, 
all of them within a reasonable 
budget bracket, to help you put 
up a good fight against those 
common colds that stalk the 
streets these winter days. 

Although recent frosts in 
Florida upset supplies and con- 
sequently prices to some extent, 
they didn’t bring about any 
really disastrous results. Cu- 
cumbers and eggplant did suffer 
and their prices took a jump, 
but there are plenty of good 
vegetables from which to make 
your selection. 

Supplies of cauliflower are on 
the increase, which means it is 
a better buy. Brussels sprouts 
and string beans are reasonable, 
and incidentally, there are some 
wax beans: and pole beans 
round town. Prices on beets 
are kept in line by plentiful 
supplies fram Texas. Celery 
cabbage and Savoy cabbage are 
not hard to find. 

Celery is coming from both 
California and Florida, with the 
latter probably the best price- 
wise. No denying, however, that 
the California celery does have 
a special crispness. 

.There have been heavy ship- 
ments of iceberg lettuce, which 
make it an excellent buy. St. 
Louis also has received some of 
the Boston type soft-headed let- 
tuce from the South, but this is 
commanding a premium price. 

If you choose Florida new po- 
tatoes, we suggest you buy the 
smaller B-size for creaming. 
They are excellent for this pur- 
pose, and much cheaper than the 
larger new potatoes.

The ancestor of the rice we 
eat today is a wild grass which 
grows beside lakes from India 
to the East Indies and northern 
Australia. Just when rice was 
first introduced into the United 
States is not definitely known, 
but one account states that it 
was grown in Virginia as early | 
as 1647. 

An amazing source of food 
energy (a single pound contains 
sufficient energy to move a ton 
of material a distance of five 
miles), it also contains quan- 
tities of iron, calcium, vitamins 
Bl, B2 and G. However, since 
no food is a dietetically bal- 
anced food in itself, rice should 
be served with such complemen- 
tary foods as milk and dairy 
products, vegetables, fruits, 
meat, poultry and fish. Fortu- 
nately it is an excellent mixer, 
as shown in the following 
recipes. : 

What better eombiriation than

One ham slice (about 12 

ounces).

One-half cup water. 

Two cups cooked rice.

To make three liberal cups of 
fluffy rice, put one cup of un- 
cooked rice, two cups of cold 
water and one teaspoon of salt 
into a two-quart saucepan and 
bring to a vigorous boil. Turn 
the heat as low as possible. 
Cever saucepan with a lid and 
leave ovef this low heat for 14 
minutes. Do not remove lid nor 
stir rice while it is cooking. 
Turn off the heat. Use exact 
measurements of uncooked rice 
and water, and time the cook- 
ing accurately. 

In a baking dish soak the ham 
in the molasses for 15 minutes. 
Add the water and bake in a 350 
degree oven for 40 minutes, or 
until the ham is tender. Baste 
frequently with the molasses and 
water. Mix the rice with half of 
the cheese; cover the ham slice 
with the rice. Top rice with apple 
slices. Sprinkle with the re- 
maining cheese. Turn the oven 
to 450 degrees and cook about 
10 minutes, or until the cheese 
is browned. Before serving, 
baste with some of the molasses 
and water. Yield: five servings.

Action Effective Tomorrow Will Stop Pay 
and Other Benefits — Desertion Charge 
Ruled Out Under Armistice Terms. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP) 
—The 21 American soldiers who 
have refused to come home from 
Communist Korea will be de- 
clared “undesirable” and dis- 
charged tomorrow , morning. 
That is the deadline for repatri- 
ation under the Korean armis- 
tice. 

The undesirable discharge 
papers for the prisoners of war 
who declined to be returned 
have been completed by the 
Army after weeks of consulta- 
tion with the Defense and State 
Departments. The action will 
convert the soldiers into ci- 
vilians “under conditions other 
than honorable.”, 

The Pentagon chose this mid- 
dle course to avoid possible 
legal difficulties in the way of 
sterner action, and to leave a 
loophole for the men to clear 
themselves, should any of them 
get back to the United States. 

Last month the Defense De- 
partment said it had narrowed 
the Army’s choices of action 
against the men to three: 

(1) Keep them on Army rolls 
and defer a decision for the in- 
definite future; (2) Give them 
undesirable discharges by ad- 
ministrative action of the Army 
Secretary, and (3) drop them 
from the Army’s rolls as de- 


| Serters. 


The first course would have 


permitted the men to accumu- 


late and perhaps some day draw 
their pay. This course was ruled 
out by legal opinion that the 


armistice terms specifically pro- 


vided that prisoners on both 
sides who had refused to go 
home must be released as ci- 
vilians. 

Some Army officers held out 
for declaring the men deserters. 
If this were done, any of the 


21 who eventually returned to 


the United States would be li-, 


able for automatic arrest and 
court martial. Pentagon lawyers 
pointed ouf that the armistice 
agreement sought to. guarantee 
the free right to choose sides. 
Therefore, reasoned the lawyers, 
a charge of desertion might no 
be sustainable. ' 
The moment the undesirable 
discharges become effective for 
the 21, their service pay will 
cease to accu It will be 
difficult though not impossible 
for i to qualify for veterans 
benefits. Should any of them 
ever come home he will still 
have the right to ask for a re- 
view of his discharge and be 
given an opportunity to show, if 
he can, that he was coerced into 
making his decision. 
Arrangements for disposition 
of accumulated back pay have 
not been completely worked out. 
Technically, at least, registered 
dependents of the P.O.W.s are 
eligible to elaim the pay. In the 
absence of designated depend- 
ents, the money presumably 
would be held by the Govern- 
ment pending a possible future 
claim by the P.O.W. himself. 
As for veterans’ benefits, such 
as the G.I. Bill of Rights, loan 
guarantees, employment assist- 
ancé and preferential treatment, 
an undesirable discharge gen- 
erally makes a man ineligible.

OMETIMES it seems that people get themselves into

and never should be resorted to until everything else has 
been tried and has failed. 

That is what faces every wife of an alcoholic husband 
and I know that when the plight of Mrs. M. appears here, 
many wives will be ready to offer advice,

“SHOULD A WOMAN consider separation from an al- 
eoholic husband,” she writes, “when she has four children? 
If I let my husband go I don't suppose I could keep all 
the children with me, but I sometimes think even that 
would be preferable to having them see and hear some of 
the things to which they are exposed at present. 

“They love their father, of course, and 1 suppose 1 
do, too. He’s a nice guy until he starts drinking and then 
he’s just about the worst specimen anyone could run up 
against. , 

“My mother always warned me against marrying a man 
who drinks, She had seen enough of the results. 1 thought 
my man just took an occasional beer to be sociable with 
others, and never dreamed that we were going to end up 
in this terrible condition. We have been through practically 
everything that goes with excessive drinking—lost jobs, 
unpaid bills, infidelity, lack of proper clothing, lack of de- 
cent housing, sometimes even lack of food.

He's the Longhair of Tin Pan Alley 


Leroy Anderson, Who Wrote ‘Blue Tango’ Hit, to Conduct Symphony Here _

NEW YORK, Jan. 21: 

VER since Leroy Anderson's 
F “Biue Tango,” an instrumen- 

tal score played by a 50-piece 
semi-symphonic orchestra, hit 
the top spot on the nation’s juke 
boxes some time ago, the 44- 
year-old conductor and com- 
poser has been known as Tin 
Pan Alley’s Longhair. 

“Blue Tango,” with sales now 
well past the 2,000,000 mark, de- 
fied all of Tin Pan Alley's rules 
for a hit. It has no lyrics, so it 
can't be sung. In fact, its cun- 
ningly orchestrated tune is even 
almost impossible to whistle. 
But it captured the public fancy 
and assured Anderson a place in 
Tin Pan Alley's hall of fame. 

Now one of the most talked- 
about composers of our time, 
Anderson will be guest conduc- 
tor of the St. Louis Symphony 
next Sunday afternoon. The pro- 
gram will include many of his 
ewn compositions, such as the 
tremendously popular “Fiddle 
Faddle” and “Sleigh Ride,” 
along with the ballads of his 
Irish Suite. 

Born in Cambridge, Mass., 
Anderson was reared in Boston 
where his father was a postal 
clerk and his mother the organ- 
ist for the Swedish Congrega- 
tional Church. Nothing in his 


early life gave any indication - 


that he might someday be a fa- 


vorite composer of the juke box, 


set and a member of. the Tin 
Pan Alley elite. At 11, he was 
studying piano at the New Eng- 
land Conservatory of Music and, 
at 12, wrote his first composi- 
tion. 

“It was a minuet for string 
quartet in the style of Mozart,” 
the *tall, spare Anderson said 
in an interview before he left 
for St. Louis. “My teacher saw 
it and gave me composition ~ 
harmony for a year. I've still go 
the piece kicking around some- 
where.” 

Graduated from Harvard in 
1929 with an A.B. magna cum 
laude in music, he took his M.A. 
in music the following year. To 
bolster his finances—he had had 
scholarships for his music 
studies—he took a job as a music 
instructor at Radcliffe College 
and set out to get a Ph.D. in 
languages. He already knew 
Swedish and added French, Ger-

Tips on Fine Art of Frying 


By Hoyt Alden 


RYING, as anyone who fools 

around the kitchen should 

.know, is more than a skill; 
it’s an art. . Furthermore it em- 
bodies certain principles which 
the Little Woman should know 
something about before she 
starts to prepare even French 
fried potatoes. 
should say, especially French 
fried potatoes, because no dish 
suffers more at the hands of 
what Brillat-Savarin called ‘an 
uncertain fryer.” 


In fact, that eminent gas- 
tronome and philosopher made 
it all pretty clear 150 years ago 
in one of his little sermons on 
food, He tells the story of the 
gourmet who summoned his 
chef and said “in a tone grave 
enough 
heart” that while everyone who 
sat at his table proclaimed the 
chef a soup cook of the highest 
order, it was plain to see he was 
an “uncertain fryer.” The sole 
he had served was so pale, 
flabby and bleached that his 
friends had turned up their 
noses and one of them deplored 


the thing as no less than a pub- 


lic calamity. 


This misfortune, the gourmet 
pointed out, happened 
the chef neglected some eterpal 
laws of nature. He went on‘to 
point out that you can dip your 
finger with impunity in boiling 
wine, but you would pull it 
quickly from boiling brandy and 
faster yet from water. But 
boiling oil would give you a 
painful injury because boiling 
oil is three times as hot as boil- 
ing water. Food dropped into 
boiling water becomes softer. 
Food dropped into boiling oil 
becomes more solid and in time 
will burn. ,And now we come 
to the most important int: 
“The whole secret of good fry- 
ing comes from the surprise, for 
such is called the action of the 
boiling liquid which chars or 
browns at the very instant of 
immersion, the outside surface 
of what is being fried....A 
kind of glove is formed which 
contains the body of food, keeps 


the grease from — and 
concentrates the er juices....

In order to assure 
‘ will occur, the boiling 
quid must be hot enough to 
make it’s action rapid and in- 
stantaneous. .. .”

HE great Frenchman was 
T right as far as he went. The 
next rule, a matter of chem- 
istry, is that you must not try 
to deep fry anything which is 
wet on the surface. When you 
drop it in the hot fat the water 
vapor forms a thin layer on the 
outside. Water is a .poor con- 
ductor and it keeps the hot oil 
from “surprising” the slice of 
potato, or what have you. The 
potato just gets mushy. That's 
why we wipe them dry. That's 
also why we douse in corn meal 
or bread crumbs things like 
fish that can't be wiped com- 
pletely dry, 
er ee 
EOPLE probably have more 
trouble with sea food than 
anything else, and French 
fried shrimp is a good example. 
Well done they are wonderful. 
There are frozen ones on the 
market now, all battered and 
ready to fry, and even some 
that are fried and then frozen 
and need only to be heated. 
They're good, but maybe you'd 
like to fry your own. 
First, shell the raw shrimp, 
leaving the tails on. Remove the 
veins and drop them into boiling

salted water for about three 
minutes and then drain them 
well. 

Now make a batter by com- 
bining a cup of sifted flour, a 
half-teaspoon of double-action 
baking powder, a teaspoon of 
salt, one egg, a half cup of cool 
milk, one and a half teaspoons 
of Worcestershire and one and 
a half teaspoons of melted shor- 
tening. Work it over with an 
egg beater and then let it sit 
for 15 minutes. If it appears too 
thick, thin it a little with milk, 
but bear in mind this is meant 
to be a pretty heavy batter. 

Hold the shrimp by the tail 
and dip them, being sure to 
cover the tails too. Deep fry 
them at 375 degrees, not too 
many at a time, until they’re 
golden brown. They’re wonder- 
ful with tartare sauce or a spe- 
cial sauce made by mixing a 
cup of chil sauce, a half cup of 
catsup, a fourth cup of horse- 
radish and two teaspoons of 


Worcestershire.

P puffed up potatoes as most 

people call them, are looked 
upon as something of a test of 
frying skill, but it’s really not 
so difficult. The trick lies in 
frying them twice. Cut them 
in round slices no thicker than 
a dollar, dry them and drop 
them in hot fat. When they 
rise to the top with a transpar- 
ent look, they are done. Take 
them out, and let the grease get 
hotter still. Put them in again, 
but not more than two or three 
at a time. If you put in too 
many you lower the tempera- 
ture of the grease and defeat 
your scheme, Also, don’t let 
them touch each other or they 
won't puff. Pretty soon they 
will rise to the top again, puffed 
and browned,

The “Gist” of the Thing. 

E speak of the “gist” of 
W ine thing in allusion to the 

general trend of what we 
are talking about. This repre- 
sents something of a fall, a 
lessining of importance in the 
status of the term. 

Directly, we have “gist” from 
its use in old French. Its his- 
tory there is somewhat’ in- 
valved, but what interests us is 
the old sense of “giste,” as an 
abode, lodgings, deriving from 
the verb form meaning to lie, 
that is, to lie down. The Latin 
“pacere,” to throw, is behind 
this, the connection being that 
the “giste’” was something lying 
as if thrown; thus the primary 
sense of a resting place. The

set gists; to wit, ordinary rest- 
ing and baiting places.” 

Out of that connotation of a 
resting place came the sense of

Parents frequently ask this question. Our guess is 
(and any teen-age readers may correct us if we are 
wrong) that they do like to have their parents act young, 
up to a point. 

It may also be that they like to have their parents 
act young if they are young and feel young. And if acting 
young comes naturally to them.

IT IS OUR IMPRESSION that the youthfulness in 
parents to which some teen-agers object so strenuously is 
a youthfulness which is put on by parents in order to 
keep up with, or to be companions to their growing 
children. 

That perhaps is one of the main suggestions we would 
make—to act in a way which seems natural to you. If 
you still enjoy dancing, go ahead and dance. 

But don’t force yourself to dance and to take part 
in athletic activities simply because you think it will 
please your adolescent son or daughter. Because, in that 
case, the chances are that it won't. 

Adolescents are certainly, more often than not, critical 
of their parents. Their standards for parents’ behavior 
are pretty high. But these standards are apt to change 
so rapidly that it may be wise not to try too hard to 
keep up with them. ps 

Because the 10-year-old’s idea of an ideal parent may 
not be at all what sophisticated 13 or 14 envisages. You 
might be trying hard and still be a year or two behind 
what he had in mind. At least, if you're acting naturally, 
he will be satisfied with your behavior.

ONE GENERAL RULE which you are nearly always 
safe to follow is that nearly all growing children, espe- 
cially over the age of 10, are extremely conservative in 
their idea of how their parents should act. 

Most of them don’t want you to be conspicuous in 
what you wear, do, say or in the way you behave. Even 
their pride in your public appearances (if any) may be 
tempered by an awareness that you are doing something 
a little different from the other parents. 

Even smoking, drinking and swearing, which some 
adolescent boys and girls permit to themselves, are often 
not permitted (if they have the say about it) to their 
parents. ® 

You won't have any trouble in telling when you 
have gone too far. They will be quick to tell you. “Oh, 
Mother!” or “Oh, Father!” they will say. And you will 
know that you have done the wrong thing—at least ac- 
eording to their standards.

IMES have changed since 

beginning French classes 

struggled with, “Le crayon 
est dans le jardin de ma tante,” 
and more advanced students 
conjugated irregular verbs in 
unison. In this day of audio- 
visual education, learning a for- 
eign language has become a far 
less painful process, both for 
the students and for the persons 
listening to them. 

One example of the modern 
method is now in operation at 
John Burroughs School, 755 
South Price road, Clayton. At 
Burroughs, students still have 
text books, instructors, and 
probably the conventional diffi- 
culties pronouncing “eu” with 
the proper sneer, but French 
accents, as well as Spanish, Ger- 
man, and Latin are taking on 
polish in the language labora- 
tory. 

The language laboratory is a 
small room on the third floor of 
the school, fitted out with 10 
soundproof booths, each with a 
set of earphones, a tape record- 
er, and a microphone, connected 
to a master instrument which 
relays the basic information. As 
the students sit attentively, ear- 
phones adjusted, looking like a 
row of rather solemn Arthur 
Godfreys, each one hears the 
instructor pronouncing gthe vo- 
cabulary, and repeats it after 
him. Both his versions and his 
master’s voice are recorded on 
magnetic tape and can be played 
back for comparison and cor- 
rection. 

The system was introduced at 
Burroughs in 1952 by Stanley 
Sprague, then head of the lan- 
guage department. 

Sprague’s successor as head 
of the department, Dorothy Gil- 
bert, finds the system as stimu- 
lating to the teacher as to the 
student. 

“It’s just as good for me to 
hear myself as for the students 
to hear themselves,” she says. 
“While I’m satisfied that my ac- 
cent is acceptable, I often catch 
myself spezking faster — or 
sometimes slower — than I 
should.” 

A beginning French class, 
under the instruction of James 
Baltzell, was working in the lab- 
o-atory when we visited there. 
We sat in one of the booths and

followed instructions — “Plug 
your earphones in, plug micro- 
phone A into B, turn the volume 
up to 12 o’clock, press ‘record 

We didn’t besmirch a tape with 
our accent but did take notes 
on the “vocabulaire” and must 
report that the French 8 (eighth 
grade) students did better. Our 
notes read, “le banc, le chapeau, 
la chemise, le huh?, la maid, 
le mouchoir, la poche, le huh?” 


S. 2. = 
S THE students played their 
tape back, Baltzell and Miss 
Gilbert pointed out some of 
the advantages of the system. 
“In first year French and 
Spanish we've noticed progress 
in pronunciation already,” Miss 
Gilbert said. “Advanced pupils 
use it to advantage to polish. 
practice speed and smoothness 
and intonation, to improve their 
facility of turning a phrase.” 
The obvious advantage is that 
each student is getting some- 
thing approximating individual 


instruction and has the oppor- 
tunity to recite. In a classroom, 
the majority of the students are 
listeners, and some inevitably 
are dreamers. There is no day- 
dreaming or dawdling in the 
laboratory. 


“You'd think they were in 
church,” Baltzell says admiring- 
ly, “the way they listen and 
concentrate. I’ve never seen stu- 
dents their age concentrate like 
that. And they, too, feel they 
derive benefit from it. They’re 
disappointed if we don’t come 
up here.” 


“Another advantage of this 
system,” says Miss Gilbert, “‘is 
that each student must do his 
own work. In an oral examina- 
tion in the classroom, if a stu- 
dent fails to get the answer, 
you call on another student or 
supply the answer yourself. On 
tape, the student must get it on 
the second try, at least.” 

As far as the department 


heads at Burroughs have been 
able to ascertain, theirs is the 
first and only secondary school 
to. use the tape recorder system 
of language instruction. The 
idea has been in use at sev- 
era] universities, Purdue and 
Georgetown U. among them, and 
has been put to use in Govern- 
ment agencies. 


* * * 


HE machines were installed 

by Howard Blossom, of Bur- 

roughs’ industrial arts de- 
partment, with the assistance of 
students. Maintenance is a neg- 
ligible item because in every 
class learned to repair similar 
machinery or has spliced togeth- 
er family motion picture film, 
and can fix broken tapes. 


Eventually Burroughs hopes 
to have 20 machines and sound- 
proof booths to accommodate 
the large classes. Largest class

which means half the class is 
sent to the laboratory under the 
direction of a student, while the 
other half stays in the class- 
room for instruction. Another 
temporary disadvantage is that 
tapes must be erased after each 
session, but eventually they 
hope to have enough tapes to 
make up a library of them, and 
permit students to go up to the 
laboratory after school hours 
and bone up on the subject with 
which they are having difficulty. 
This also will permit teachers to 
have a standard set of instruc- 
tion tapes instead of making 
new ones each day. 


* +. + 

HILE the instructors have 

found that students usually 

can correct their own errors 
just by careful listening, occa- 
sionally the entire class seems to 
be making the same mistake and 
at such times, the instructor can 
turn up the loudspeaker on one 
machine and devote some time 
to correcting the error. More 
often, the instructor may be ob- 
served listening in, as Baltzell 
did to his eighth graders, shak- 
ing his head unbelievingly, and 
whispering to bystanders, “Lis- 
ten to this beautiful accent.” 

Leonard D. Haertter, director 
of John Burroughs School, is a 
frequent visitor to the language 

boratory. He chuckles as he 
ells about one earnest girl stu- 
dent. 

“She kept saying to herself, 
‘No—no, no, no, that’s not right,’ 
and finally, on about the fifth 
try, ‘There, that’s it’,” Haertter 
recalls. “She was surprised to 
hear not only the French played 
back but all the by-talk as well.” 

Haertter is enthusiastic about 
the progress of the language 
laboratory to date. 

“If our students are going to 
study a modern language, I’m 
eager to have them speak it 
with facility,” he says. “In many 
schools they teach only the 
grammar of a foreign language 
so that students can pass ex- 
aminations for college. They 
consider the speaking of the 
language and the study of its 
literature of minor importance. 
We think that the purpose of 
studying another language is to 
be able to speak the language, 
read its literature, and in that 
way fulfill the most important 
purpose of all — finding out 
about the people who speak it.”

West opened the jack of dia- 
monds, and the play went: queen, 
king, ace. Declarer went to the 
board with a club and let the 
trump nine ride. West, on win- 
ning the trick, saw that success- 
ful defense was probably out of 
the questior unless his partner 
could win # diamond trick and 
return a heart through South’s 
likely holditug of the king; so 
West boldly led a low diamond. 
East produced the nine-spot, and 
his heart return defeated the 
contract. 

South was a bit shortsighted at 
the first trick! Certainly, he 
should have realized that the 
one great danger he faced was 
letting East get in for a heart 
lead through the king. Conse- 
quently, the outstanding point of 
play was to keep East off lead. 


South could have accomplished 
this with an extremely simple 
maneuver—by playing dummy’s 
low diamond at the first trick. 
East would have to play low 
also, since putting up the king 
would only set up dummy’s 
queen, and South could simply 
concede the trick to West, hold- 
ing up the ace. After that, South 
could well afford to let West win 
his trump trick, because East 
could never get in for the heart 
return. South would lose a dia- 
mond and a trump, and would 
not even lose one heart if West 
failed to take his ace in a hurry.
